Do you know what your Board of Game is up to? Below are some of the proposals on the 
docket for the next BOG meeting in Anchorage. These proposals will increase bag limits and 
mechanized access to bears and wolves by legalizing and hunting methods that have been 
illegal for many years and traditionally considered unethical. There is no biological need 
for any of these hunting methods, if you are as concerned about ethics in wildlife 
management as you are in state government in general you need to rein in your BOG or risk 
what is left of Alaska's reputation as an enlightened keeper of the people's wildlife. 



Following are the Proposals: 



Proposal #3 would expand the area where hunters can fly in and shoot black bears on the 

same day they are airborne. Currently, this is only allowed in limited "predator control" 

areas. This proposal further sanctions the use of bait or scent lures and allows hunters 
to shoot bears as close as 3 00 feet from their aircraft. 
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Proposal #40 would sanction the killing of mother bears and their cubs in various regions 
totaling over 60,000 square miles. This proposal lacks any biological justification and 
would undoubtely result in many orphaned cubs leading to their death by starvation. 



Proposal #41 would sanction a practice known as "denning, " which would allow the killing 
of wolf pups in their dens, an extremely unethical form of hunting that has been outlawed, 
with good reason, for many years. It would also extend wolf hunting season to May 31st, 
when pups are out of the den, and extend the bag limit to 10 wolves per day. It would also 
likely kill adult wolves, orphaning newborn wolf pups and condeming them to starvation. 



Proposal #42 would permit the baiting of wolves statewide, a practice currently not 
allowed except when trapping. This would habituate wolves to seek out human food sources, 
creating obvious additional management problems .

"If the objective was to 
improve the image of Venezuela, it worked." 

"The automated response curves showed a significant decrease in believability as the narrator, Joe 

Kennedy, suggests that our government cut fuel assistance and that American energy companies were 
unresponsive. Democrats, Republicans and independents all dramatically decreased their levels of 
believability," Kessler concluded.

No, Steve I don't agree. You think because the governor was able to give a speech 
yesterday it should excuse the behavior of the Legislature.

OIL AND GAS: Industry group links Utah wilderness bill, congressman with 
terrorism (01/ 16/2008)

Last week, over 160,000 Utah residents received an e-mail letter indirectly 
comparing a New York congressman to some of the most infamous men in the 
world. 

Along with mug shots of Osama bin Laden, Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez and 
Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad appeared a photo of Rep. Maurice 
Hinchey (D-N.Y.). 

Hinchey's crime? Sponsoring the Red Rock Wilderness Act, a bill that would set 
aside 9.4 million acres of public land in Utah as wilderness. 

The letter was attributed to Utah state GOP Reps. Aaron Tilton and Mike Noel, but it 
was the brainchild of Americans for American Energy, a Colorado-based industry 
group that has accepted money from, among others, the state of Alaska,

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The Red Rock Wilderness Act will "WEAKEN America/' the letter states. "How? 
Because it will hamstring our ability to produce American energy right here in Utah. 
That leads America to become more dependent on energy from hostile foreign 
nations — some of whom fund terrorist organizations that are right now targeting 
our American men and women in uniform." 

An online version of the letter and corresponding Web site go further, for instance 
with a picture of bin Laden, Chavez and Ahmadinejad. "These terror leaders also 
want America to continue its foreign oil dependence," reads the caption underneath 
the graphic. 

Hinchey shrugged off the AAE campaign. "It's ridiculous. Absolutely ridiculous," he 
told E&E Daily. 

"It's just funny because you can't take it seriously," Hinchey said. "They want people 
to take it seriously, they want to pretend it's serious, but it's not." 

Environmental groups appeared more concerned. "It's putting elected officials in our 
democracy and lumping them with Osama bin Laden because these politicians do 
not support opening up additional areas to oil and gas drilling," said Tyson Slocum, 
director of Public Citizen's energy program. "It's not education, it's defamation." 

Steve Bloch, attorney for another of AAE's targets, the Southern Utah Wilderness 
Alliance (SUWA), said the message is deplorable. 

"It clearly is intended to incite, and using this extreme language that is part of the 
reason AAE has been panned by so many state and local governments and even 
members of industry across the West," Bloch said. "To equate SUWA's work and the 
efforts of over 160 members of Congress to terrorism is simply beyond the pale." 

AAE President and CEO Greg Schnacke defended the link between wilderness 
designations and terrorism. 

"I don't think it crosses that line or any line that's inappropriate," Schnacke said. 
"What the campaign highlights is the growing disconnect in this country between 
politicians that are trying to enact policies that are in our view very hurtful to the 
U.S. economy by hamstringing our ability to produce energy at home." 

When domestic production slows, Schnacke said, "We have to import more, and 
some of that money does go to governments in unfriendly countries, and some of 
that money does flow through to terrorist organizations and that is a fact of life." 

Who are the Americans for American Energy? 

Founded in 2005, AAE is run out of the offices of Golden, Colo.-based Policy 
Communications, led by president Jim Sims. 

"We are a nonprofit advocacy group that educates and activates citizens on a wide 
range of American energy issues," Sims said. "We do education outreach on virtually 
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every type of domestic energy resources, from oil and gas to nuclear to methane 
hydrates to energy efficiency. We have a little bit of everything." 

Policy Communications provides staff and office space for AAE on a contract basis, 
but it also provides the group with reach it might not otherwise have. Sims is also 
president and CEO of the Western Business Roundtable and previously served as 
director of communications for Vice President Dick Cheney's energy policy task 
force. 

AAE president Schnacke is also listed as a senior vice president of Policy 
Communications. 

But with its opaque title and heated message, Americans for American Energy is a 
"classic front group," said Sheldon Rampton, research director for the Center for 
Media & Democracy. 

"Bringing the whole 'America is at war 1 thing is an example of distracting attention 
from what they want to do, which is to drill for oil, and bringing in a red-herring 
issue," Rampton said. "They're as typical an example of a front group as you'll find." 

Hinchey said the name doesn't fool him. "We know what they are, they're a right- 
wing lobbying group that is focused on corporate profits for the oil companies," he 
said. 

How much support the oil industry gives is another question. As a 501(c)(4) non- 
profit, AAE does not have to list its contributors. "We don't disclose our fianders, just 
like the Sierra Club," Schnacke said. 

AAE reported income of $165,000 to the Internal Revenue Service in 2006, and 
expenditures of about $ 140,000. 

The organization has received some money from the state of Alaska through 
Pac/West Communications, although Sims would not say how much. In 2006, the 
state paid Pac/West $3 million for a marketing campaign meant to pressure 
lawmakers who are against drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge; Pac/West 
used AAE as a subcontractor. 

"Americans for American Energy gets its support, both financial and in-kind, from 
thousands of individuals, companies and associations," Sims said. "Our contributor 
list now numbers in the thousands." 

Slow going on Capitol Hill 

Ironically, the AAE letter could raise the profile of the Red Rock Wilderness bill in 
Congress. 

The wilderness bill would prohibit motorized activities such as off-road vehicle use, 
oil and gas drilling, and mining in areas including the Grand Staircase-Escalante 
National Monument, Capitol Reef National Park, Canyonlands National Park, Glen 
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Canyon National Recreation Area, and other federal lands in Utah where energy or 
other development pressures exist, according to the sponsors. 

Hinchey introduced the latest incarnation, H.R. 1919 . last spring. Sen. Dick Durbin 
(D-Ill.) is the lead sponsor of the companion measure, S. 1170 . 

Pegged by AAE as a "radical New Yorker," Hinchey said his involvement in the bill 
stems from a request by the late Rep. Wayne Owens (D-Utah), who first introduced 
the measure in 1989. 

There are an awful lot of people in Utah who support this bill," Hinchey said. 

The bills are supported by over 240 environmental groups and 171 co-sponsors, but 
the Utah congressional delegation is not on board ( E&E Daily . April 19). No hearing 
on the measure is scheduled in either chamber. 

While the bill is pending in Congress, Sims said SUWA and others are attempting to 
pressure the Bureau of Land Management to change resource management plans in 
Utah to include de facto wilderness designations. Only Congress can designate 
wilderness, and Sims says BLM is being driven to place lands off limits without 
cause. 

Despite the acrimony, Sims left the door open for a compromise at some point, so 
long as the state's congressional delegation is involved. 

"There probably is a deal to be made on wilderness lands in Utah, but if 
representatives from the state of Utah aren't part of that process, the chance for the 
support in Utah is very remote," Sims said.

OIL AND GAS: Industry group links Utah wilderness bill, congressman with

Last week, over 160,000 Utah residents received an e-mail letter indirectly 
comparing a New York congressman to some of the most infamous men in the 
world.

Aaron Tilton and Mike Noel, but it 
was the brainchild of Americans for American Energy, a Colorado-based industry 
group that has accepted money from, among others, the state of Alaska.

Because it will hamstring our ability to produce American energy right here in Utah.

There are preferred dates, given the seasonal behavior of bears around 
the falls. Also, access is strictly controlled through allowable 
numbers of people permitted in the area at any one time, in order to 
provide predictable human presence to the local bears. Most permits are 
issued to the public through an application and drawing process. I am 
allowed, however, to issue a limited number of permits on my own 
authority for special purposes. 
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Given all this, there are two time periods that it would be best for you 
to choose from: July 25-28 (preferred) or July 13-16. 



Also, because I am limited to issuing only three permits at any one 
time, we would have to designate you (or Tod) as state staff, in order 
to keep total group size to the control levels. 



You could pick one or the other of these time periods, and you could 
stay for the full four days or some smaller portion thereof. Logistics 
center around flying out of Homer via small plane; also, conditions are 
rustic (tents or perhaps the tool shed for lodging; camp cooking) . We 
can plan all this for you. 



Please let me know if you'd like to make this trip. If you don't, I'd 
also like to know, so that I can issue these permit slots to other 
potential parties. 

I think you would very much enjoy this trip, and we'd be proud to 
showcase our premier wildlife viewing project to you and your family.

Dear Governor Palin, 

I just met with Randy Ruaro for a follow up meeting on the law school concept. In the meantime I had called 
John Havelock. I had placed a call to Havelock right after former Governor Hickel and his group had met with us 
because Havelock's 1974 study and conclusion that a law school was inadvisable had been referenced. The next 
day the Daily News ran a Havelock column, which you may have seen, that endorsed a law school. I thought the 
article was possibly a coordinated effort with former Governor Hickel, it was not When I did get in touch with 
Havelock he expressed surprise at the Hickel group's effort and was unaware of it He was aware of Regent 
Wckersham's interest in the topic. 

Havelock has changed his mind from 1974. He now believes a law school is appropriate for Alaska. He 
does not endorse the Hickel private law school scenario. 

There are at least three people who are promoting an Alaska law school. They are apparently 
uncoordinated: 

1 ) Hickel and Agiieti want to pursue a private law school. They claim they seek no state money just an 
endorsement. They believe opposition from us will end their effort. 

2) Havelock advocates for a state run law school, through the University. It would cost a lot, he did not 
know for sure how much, but when I asked about the Agiieti estimate of $40,000,000 Havelock thought 
that was plausible. 

3) Wickersham would like a law school through the University of Alaska. It is unclear if his position has any 
traction with the regents of which he is one. If pursued it would be a cost probably near the referenced 
$40,000,000, which is that large because buildings and facilities would be a component.

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Update on Tax Policies for Electronic Listed Property - January 17, 2008 

Policy on reporting personal use of electronic listed property is still being finalized. 
Department of Law is reviewing what Division of Finance has proposed. Law has 
confirmed that proposed policy and methods are technically compliant with IRS 
requirements. But attorneys are still evaluating those requirements to see if there is a 
reasonable zone of compliance that will satisfy both the IRS' objectives of ensuring that 
all employee income, including income from fringe benefits, is reported, and the state's 
goal of not imposing unreasonable record-keeping requirements on its employees. 

Meetings with attorneys will occur next week to get to final policy decisions. More 
information will be sent out as soon as possible once the decisions are made. 

In the meantime, what has occurred since the draft policy framework and FAQs were 
distributed on 12/24; 

1 . Implementation will be delayed from the first of February for a couple of months 
due to delay in finalizing policy. This does not delay the initial reporting period 
of January 2008 for personal use. Employees who are using state-provided 
electronic listed property will be required to report their personal use beginning 
with January so that the W-2s for 2008 are correct. 

2. An annual authorization form will be completed by the employee and supervisor 
to document the listed property authorized, the business purpose, who owns it, 
and how it will be accounted for. This form is being distributed in draft form now 
for your feedback before it is finalized. 

3. We are changing the requirement from substantiating each business call, to 
identifying the personal calls, which makes the recordkeeping much simpler for 
state-provided assets. 

4. Logs will not be required by the policy. But employees will be asked to review 
their cell phone invoices and identify personal calls. So if logs would help them 
in this effort, they are encouraged to create them. We are looking at methods to 
get each employee's cell phone bill emailed to them in Excel format for 
identifying the personal calls. 

5. Similarly, personal use of state-provided PDAs and laptops used outside the 
business premises will need to be reported beginning with January, so employees 
should maintain whatever records they consider necessary to support this 
reporting requirement. 

6. Proposed allowance amounts for method 4 in the policy framework are $40 for 
cell phones and $75 for PDAs. Employees can get one or the other, but not both. 
ETS is determining the types of PDAs that will be supported. 
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7. No allowances will be given for personal laptop or desktop computers unless a 
formal Telework agreement is in place. 

8, The value of laptops has been set at $24 a month and desktops in employee's 
homes at $1 8 a month based on state Dell contract purchases. These amounts will 
be multiplied by personal use percentage to determine taxable compensation or 
reimbursement amount by employees for state-provided computers used outside 
the business premises for method 1 in the policy framework. They will also be 
used to calculate the reimbursement to employees for substantiated business use 
of personal laptops for method 3.

11 1 don't think giving state money back to oil companies who are making record profits is 
the way to go," Gara said. 

Anchorage Democratic Sen. Hollis French pledged to fight Huggins' SB 242. French said he 
expects it's going to be contentious. 

"My first thought was, here we go again," said French. "I'd hoped we had finished that 
debate and put it behind us." 

The limit on how much the oil companies can deduct from their tax bill was a huge issue 
for Democrats in the November special session on oil taxes. 

They managed to amend the tax to cap the growth in operation- expense deduction at Prudhoe 
and Kuparuk to no more than 3 percent a year. 

Many Democrats said they would never have voted for the oil tax without the cap on how 
much companies can deduct. One problem with the previous tax was that it wasn't bringing 
in nearly as much money as the state thought it would because of rising deductions, they 

said. 

Democrats called the cap a compromise that let them accept an oil tax on profits. 

Many really wanted a tax on the gross value of the oil -- which they argued would be less 
vulnerable to manipulation by sharp oil company accountants claiming deductions from their 

state tax bills. 

The cap on deductions is to go away after three years unless renewed. That's a sign 
lawmakers aren't comfortable with it, Huggins said, and are worried about what it is going 
to do to oil production in the state. 

FAST TRACK 
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Senate President Lyda Green sent the bill to only one committee. That's an indication she 
doesn't want it held up. The bill is going only to the Senate Finance Committee, where 
Sitka Republican Sen. Bert Stedman said that he'll hold hearings on it. 

The Senate passed the oil tax hike in the November special session over the objection of 
majority Republicans including Green, Huggins and Stedman. An alliance between Democrats 
in the bipartisan Senate majority and Republicans in the minority caucus got the tax 
through . 

The all-Republican minority had tried to keep the tax from being retroactive. So they 
could have sympathy for Huggins' s attempt to roll that back. 

Senate Minority Leader Gene Therriault said he's surprised, though, that Republicans in 
the majority want to change the oil tax again so soon. 

Part of the argument in November against raising oil taxes too often was that it creates 
an unstable business climate, Therriault said. 

State House Speaker John Harris, R-Valdez, supported the oil tax increase but did not like 
the fact it was retroactive. Harris said he'd consider Huggins' bill if it can make it out 
of the Senate but does not know how he'd vote on it. 

PALIN SURPRISED 

Gov. Sarah Palin was the one who proposed the oil tax increase. Palin administration 
officials were surprised to learn of Huggins 1 bill on Friday. 

"I think it would be something that would inspire a lot of internal discussion," said Russ 
Kelly, the governor's legislative director. 

The oil company BP had a cautious reaction to the proposal to get rid of the retroactivity 
and the limit on how much it can deduct. 

"These are two elements of the (oil) tax bill that concerned us very much, " said BP 
spokesman Steve Rinehart. "But we are still assessing Senator Huggins' legislation."

Governor and Mike, just an update on Alaska Aerospace efforts in seeking to expand 
new business opportunities to increase economic development for the state. 

On January 10, 2008 AADC was awarded a competitively bid USAF 
Contract for $2.7 million for a Minotaur IV launch carrying Air Force Research Lab 
satellites scheduled December 2009. 

AADC proposed for another Minotaur IV launch carrying Navy Research 
Lab satellites scheduled September 2009; this contract is negotiated for $2.5 
million and planned to be awarded next week. 

AADC also received a $100,000 contract to study the transportation of the 
launch vehicles to KLC with a potential contract award of up to $1 million 
additional contract per launch, 

♦ These launches are demonstrators for the Operationally Responsive Space (ORS) 
concept for the Air Force, (i.e. rapid response launches). 

♦ Existing KLC infrastructure is capable of delivering these two missions with 
a single launch pad even though the schedule will be tight in 2009. 

♦ However, it will be necessary to upgrade the KLC capabilities with 
additional launch pad and a rocket motor storage facility to accommodate the Air 
Force ORS program and continue to support our current customer the Missile Defense 
Agency (MDA) . 

This is a big win for Alaska Aerospace - we are moving into the major leagues now.

Washington, DC - The Center for Women's Business Research, the premier non-profit 
research institute dedicated to producing data-driven knowledge exclusively on women 
business owners and their enterprises, has submitted testimony to the House Small Business 
Committee strongly opposing the recent U.S. Small Business Administration proposed rule 
regarding federal contract opportunities for women-owned businesses. 

Even a cursory review of 2002 data suggests a much broader incidence of under-representation 
within almost every industry than the SBA report, The Utilization of Women-Owned Small 
Businesses in Federal Contracting, has selected. The result of this proposed ruling would be to 
hold contracting with women-owned businesses to a more stringent standard than any other 
segment of the small business community that has federal contracting goals.

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"As researchers ourselves, we know that turning research into actionable knowledge is as much about 
knowing what data will answer the real-world questions as it is about methodology," said Margaret A. 
Smith, chair, Center for Women's Business Research. "We strongly urge the SBA to go back to the 
drawing board and with greater participation from women business owners and the organizations that 
represent them, to develop a plan that ensures the full participation of women-owned businesses in our 
nation's economic future," 

Using the findings from a study conducted by the Rand Corporation, the SBA selected from among the 
many options presented the MOST restrictive definition of industries in which women business owners 
are under-represented. The proposed ruling restricts the industries where women-owned businesses 
are considered under-represented to four very narrowly defined industries: 

• cabinet making; 

• coating and engraving; 

• national security and international affairs; and, 

• other motor vehicle dealers (all terrain vehicles). 

The result is that out of the 6.5 million (2002 U.S. Census Bureau data) majority (51%) or more women- 
owned businesses, only 1 ,247 could potentially benefit from the program. 

Looking only at the 6.5 million businesses cited in the 2002 Census that are majority (51% or more) 
women-owned, we find such large discrepancies between the incidence of women-owned businesses 
in each major industry category and the percent of contracting dollars that go to women-owned 
businesses that it is apparent that women business owners are under-represented in Federal 
contracting across the board. 

For example, while women-owned businesses represent more than half of the businesses in Health 
Care and in Educational Services, they receive only 7% of the Federal contracting dollars in Health 
Care and about 2% of the Federal contracting dollars in Educational Services. 

In industries that are considered less traditional for women-owned businesses we see the same 
differences, such as: 

• Utilities (14% of the businesses are women-owned but women-owned businesses receive only 
1% of Federal contract dollars); 

• Manufacturing (7% of the businesses vs. less than 2% of Federal contract dollars); and, 

• Transportation (12% of the businesses vs. less than 1% of Federal contract dollars). 

The size of the women-owned businesses or their readiness for Federal contracting cannot account for 
the magnitude of these differences. 

Women are starting businesses at twice the rate of all businesses. The Center for Women's Business 
Research estimates that as of 2006, there are 7.7 million businesses majority (51%) owned by women, 
which generate more than $1 trillion in revenues and provide employment for 7.1 million people.

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"The growth of these businesses is essential to this nation's economic vitality and competitiveness," 
added Margaret Smith. "Federal contracting is critical to the sustainable growth of these economic 
contributors." 

As early as 1994, a study by the SBA's Office of Advocacy showed that women-owned businesses that 
received Federal contracts were more likely than other women-owned businesses to show consistent 
growth. More recent research by the Center for Women's Business Research shows that having 
government contracts continues to be one of the key factors differentiating the larger, faster growing 
women-owned businesses from the smaller businesses. 

The Center's research also documents that fully 20% of women who own businesses in ''non- 
traditional" industries report that being a woman is detrimental in accessing markets.

Year Two Report Finds Merit Pay Has Positive Effects on Students 

Study of Little Rock schools in program reveals higher test scores for students, mixed attitudes 

from teachers. 

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. - An evaluation of a teacher pay-for-performance program in Little 
Rock finds that it produces significant gains in student performance on standardized tests. 

The Achievement Challenge Pilot Project (ACPP) at five elementary schools in Little Rock 
elementary schools offered teachers and staff substantial bonuses that vary depending on the 
level of increases in student achievement in each teacher's classroom. 

Gary Ritter, who holds an endowed chair in education policy at the University of Arkansas, will 
present the findings of this study at a news conference at 10:00 a.m. Tuesday, January 22 at the 
Peabody Hotel, in Little Rock. The full report is available at 
http://uark.edu/ua/der/Research/meritj)ay/year__two.html. 

According to researchers in the UA department of education reform, students in schools where 
the program operated in 2006-2007 enjoyed greater learning gains than their comparable peers 
did in three subject areas on the Iowa Test of Basic Skills. Specifically, students in the merit pay 
schools improved by nearly seven percentile points in math, by nine percentile points in 
language, and by six percentile points in reading. 

In the ACPP merit pay program, teachers could earn a bonus worth as much as $1 1,000. In 2005- 
2006, teachers and staff at Meadowcliff were awarded bonuses totaling $200,926, while those at 
Wakefield received $228,300 in performance bonuses. For the 2006-2007 school year, the 
program was expanded to include three more elementary schools: Geyer Springs, Mabelvale and 
Romine. The program began at Meadowcliff in 2004-2005, and Wakefield was added in 2005-

Also according to the UA researchers, surveys of teachers at participating and comparison schools found 
that attitudes were mixed about the program's effects. The ACPP teachers, in general, did not indicate 
being more innovative or working harder, despite the fact that these are two oft-cited potential benefits 
of merit pay plans. However, teachers in schools that participated for multiple years in the ACPP 
reported being more satisfied with their salaries than their peers in first-year ACPP schools, and 
comparable nonparticipating schools. With regard to the frequently cited potential disadvantages of 
merit pay programs, the ACPP teachers did not report divisive competition, suffering from a negative 
work environment, or shying away from working with low-performing students. Teachers in the three 
schools implementing merit pay for the first time in 2006-2007 did highlight some problems with the 
implementation of the program, which resulted in their discontent and decreased program support. In 
general, however, ACPP teachers reported being more effective teachers than their comparable peers in 
non-ACPP schools. 

"Our two years of analysis of test data in ACPP schools in Little Rock reveal consistent findings: 
students of teachers who are eligible for performance bonuses enjoy academic benefits. Further, many 
of the criticisms of merit pay programs simply have not proven true in Little Rock," Ritter said. 

The study was supervised by Ritter, director of the Office for Education Policy in the department of 
education reform, Jay P. Greene, who holds the endowed chair in education reform, along with graduate 
students and researchers in the department, also participated in the evaluation. The research team has 
been examining the program over the past two years, with the year two study incorporating a larger 
sample size of students and teachers to determine whether the initial benefits, found in the first 
evaluation, persist. The program is funded by the Little Rock School District, the Little Rock Public 
Education Foundation, the Walton Family Foundation, the Hussman Foundation and the Brown Family 
Foundation. Financial support for the evaluation was provided by the Walton Family Foundation.

I can clarify the situation with Mayor Joe Williams from Ketchikan, 



1. Mayor Williams was offered a meeting with the Governor in Juneau a 
few days to a week after the announcement on the bridge. He refused. 



2. I spoke with Mayor Williams about a month ago about his request for 
the Governor to come to Ketchikan. He said any trip by the Governor 
should occur under his terms which were 



a) the Governor fly to Ketchikan in the morning and meet with local 
officials. He said he would need at least 7 days notice and I think he 
wanted to schedule the meeting with local leaders as an official joint 
Borough Assembly and City Council meeting. The only topic would be 
Gravina and AMHS issues. 



b) After that the Governor stay in town throughout the day and attend a 
public meeting that evening. The only topic would be Gravina. 



c) Mayor Williams demanded that Commissioner Von Scheben and Deputy 
Commissioner Hardy accompany the Governor because he was upset with some 
actions by AMHS and wanted to address those in front of the Governor and 
the Assembly and Council at the early meeting. 



3. I have been working with the lobbyist for the Borough for 2-3 weeks 

to try and meet with Mayor Williams to talk about a trip for the 

Governor that would be shorter in time (maybe 1 to 1 and l/2 hours) at a 

different location than City Hall, and would include a broader agenda 

with positive points such as funding for Swan Lake - Tyee intertie, 

school funding, PERS / TRS funding, Capital budget appropriation for 

2 
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Schoenbar middle school, etc. 



I had a meeting scheduled for yesterday at noon to discuss this but 
Mayor Williams cancelled at the last minute. 



I also do not think he has even requested a meeting with the Governor in 
Juneau, although he has been here in Juneau for over a week. 



I will keep working with the Borough Lobbyist and Mayor Williams on a 
reasonable alternative for a visit to Ketchikan.

I can clarify the situation with Mayor Joe Williams from Ketchikan. 



1. Mayor Williams was offered a meeting with the Governor in Juneau a 
few days to a week after the announcement on the bridge. He refused. 



2 . I spoke with Mayor Williams about a month ago about his request for 
the Governor to come to Ketchikan. He said any trip by the Governor 
should occur under his terms which were 
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a) the Governor fly to Ketchikan in the morning and meet with local 
officials. He said he would need at least 7 days notice and I think he 
wanted to schedule the meeting with local leaders as an official joint 
Borough Assembly and City Council meeting. The only topic would be 
Gravina and AMHS issues. 



b) After that the Governor stay in town throughout the day and attend a 
public meeting that evening. The only topic would be Gravina. 

c) Mayor Williams demanded that Commissioner Von Scheben and Deputy 
Commissioner Hardy accompany the Governor because he was upset with some 
actions by AMHS and wanted to address those in front of the Governor and 
the Assembly and Council at the early meeting. 

3. I have been working with the lobbyist for the Borough for 2-3 weeks 
to try and meet with Mayor Williams to talk about a trip for the 
Governor that would be shorter in time (maybe 1 to 1 and 1/2 hours) at a 
different location than City Hall, and would include a broader agenda 
with positive points such as funding for Swan Lake - Tyee intertie, 
school funding, PERS / TRS funding, Capital budget appropriation for 
Schoenbar middle school, etc. 



I had a meeting scheduled for yesterday at noon to discuss this but 
Mayor Williams cancelled at the last minute. 



I also do not think he has even requested a meeting with the Governor in 
Juneau, although he has been here in Juneau for over a week. 



I will keep working with the Borough Lobbyist and Mayor Williams on a 
reasonable alternative for a visit to Ketchikan.

Effective communication must be cultivated

As a healthcare provider, I feel compelled to comment after last week's incident of 
communication conflict between Governor Palin, state Rep. John Harris and state Sen. 
Green over scheduling of the State of the State address this past week.

This seemingly small incident, but unresolved communication conflict, appears to have 
culminated in belittling of Senator Green by two Anchorage radio announcers in the 
presence of Governor Palin, to which she did not stop or disagree with the insults, but 
just laughed. Such errors in communication have been known to cause unnecessary 
interpersonal conflicts. 



Communication error and misunderstandings between individuals account for nearly 70 
percent of the conflicts, loss of productivity, job dissatisfaction and loss of personal 
well-being in the workplace. The U.S. Department of Health and Human Services has 
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determined that workplace conflict with loss of personal sense of well-being contributes 
to incidences of depression, obesity and low fitness levels. Nearly 10 million U.S. 
workers complain each year of work-related head and neck pains. One of the main causes 
cited for such pains are the consequences of improper communication. 



Over the last 50 years, the terms "health" and "healthcare" have undergone changes in 
definition and application. Health, once defined as absence of disease, is now defined as 
a physical, mental and social process of an individual to enjoy quality of life and 
satisfaction. Healthcare systems now favor an active rather than passive process by which 
patients are encouraged to become more aware of factors that relate to healthy living and 
to participate in demonstrating choices and behaviors that promote a more successful 
existence. 



In December 2007, the governor's Alaskan Health Care Strategies Planning Council 
identified a key healthcare goal of promoting personal health responsibility. Governor 
Palin reiterated the importance of personal health responsibility in her recent State of 
the State address. Practicing effective interpersonal communication skills are essential 
behaviors that directly promote health and well-being. Ineffective communication skills, 
on the other hand, are detriments to health. 



Ineffective communication may take the form of mechanical error, in that the speaker may 
not wait to obtain feedback the listener actually heard or understood the message or 
request. Or, the listener may. be so intent on getting a message heard he or she is not 
perceiving what is being said to them. In both cases there is an expectancy of being heard 
by the other and little or no effort put into making sure the message was understood. This 
is the old I-assumed-you-heard-me communication error. In this case, misunderstandings 
could be avoided by making sure the message is clear and understandable, that the listener 
is attentive and receptive, and that adequate feedback is obtained. 



Other barriers to effective communication take the form of attitude bias. It appears human 
nature for people to form prejudgments and expectancies of how others should or will 
behave, and to be upset when things do not turn out as expected. Once expectancies are 
formed in a person's mind, the prejudgments become the filter through which the individual 
chooses to view communication exchanges. Therefore, the communication process becomes 
erroneous because the emotional aspects of prejudgment prevented the listener from 
actually hearing, perceiving and weighing the merits of the objective evidence presented 
by the speaker. 



I am not proposing a person totally ignore previous judgments and perceptions; rather, to 
separate the emotional from the actual message, weigh the two for their merits, ask 
questions and seek feedback for clarifications, then make a decision based on evidence, 
not emotion. 



Assuring proper mechanics of communication by actively stopping to reflect upon a 
preexisting emotional bias while separating away the objective message is an essential 
skill required in healthy interpersonal exchanges, promotion of healthy behaviors and 
leadership. 

The last essence of proper communication is contained within the intent and delivery of 
the speaker. My mentor and friend, the late Louise Kellogg of the Spring Creek Farm in 
Palmer, taught me three principles she used for effective communication: 1. Seek to 
understand before demanding to be understood; 2. Honor those who are not present; 3. 
Determine whether the communication effort will promote goodwill and positive outcomes for 
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all involved, These are good principles to live by indeed. 



Improvements of cooperation and communication skills have been identified as essential 
issues to work on this year by legislators, the governor and residents. Like any behavior, 
it must be patiently nurtured and practiced by all as old habits are replaced. This will 
be a slow process, but an effective one. As Mark Twain wrote in 1896, "Habits are not to 
be thrown out the upstairs window, but coaxed down the stairs one step at a time."

Governor, 

After reviewing the options on where to build the new Crime Lab, Anchorage was chosen over Kenai and 
The Mat-Su Valley for the following reasons: 

• APD is by far the largest user at 72% and even if such usage rate continued, a move to Kenai 
would drive up their expense in shipping evidence and slow their responsiveness to the citizens 

they serve. 

• The staff currently working at the Crime Lab would have to uproot themselves and their families 
and that may cause some to re-think employment with DPS; a consideration as the crime Lab is 

currently understaffed. 

• Many Troopers transport their prisoners into Anchorage and hand carry evidence to the Crime Lab 
now, to move the Lab out of Anchorage would further tie up that traveling Trooper to other 
communities, like Palmer or Kenai, before he or she can return to their assigned post. 

• Finally, the cost for the land in Anchorage is the same price as it would be in Kenai, no cost. (As 
per conversation with MOA Heritage Land Bank Manager with Deputy Commissioner Glass.)

Mine permit team can, does say 'no'

When members of the LMPT that's the Large Mine Permitting Team spoke last Tuesday on how 
large mines get permitted in Alaska, acronyms fell like snow sliding off a steep metal 
roof during a mid-winter Chinook. 



Or, as Victor Ross of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers said about halfway through the 
three-hour talk, "If you haven't had enough acronyms, if you haven't had enough discussion 
of words and letters you're going to get more," he said. 



About 25 people attended the Jan. 22 presentation, many of them wearing "No Pebble* 1 
buttons. "The Process for Permitting Mine Projects in Alaska" is a talk given by state and 
federal officials on how large mines like the Red Dog Mine, the Pogo Mine and the proposed 
Pebble Project proceed from exploration to production and beyond. The Large Mine Project 
Team spoke about the permitting process last year in Fairbanks and Anchorage and will give 
its presentation this year in Dillingham, King Salmon and Bethel. 



M Alaskans need to understand the complexities of the mine permitting process, " Alaska 
Department of Natural Resources Commissioner Tom Irwin said in announcing the workshops. 
"It is not simply a matter of DNR saying yes or no, but rather the coordinated involvement 
of many state and federal agencies to process dozens of separate permit applications." 



That's a point the presenters kept emphasizing. 



"There is no one DNR permit," said Ed Fogels, division director of DNR Office of Project 
Management and Permitting in Anchorage. "There are many, many permits." 
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To dramatize the scale of the permits, Fogels showed a slide of the permit application 
package for the Pogo Gold Mine near Delta Junction a small library of about 20 4 -inch- 
thick books. 



The Large Mine Permitting Team made up of representatives from DNR, the Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game, the Alaska Department of Environmental Conservation, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers begins working with 
mining companies before a mine is developed. 



Although on its Web site Pebble officials say the project is in the "pre-permitting" stage 
of development, the Large Mine Permitting Team is already working with Northern Dynasty 
and Anglo American now known as the Pebble Partnership in the exploration and 
environmental assessment stage of the project, what it calls the pre- scoping and schedule 
phase . 



"The team is involved," Fogels said. "We've been for years at Pebble, and it hasn't even 
approved permitting." 



The Pebble Partnership has been getting state permits for exploration work, said Sean 
Magee, director of public affairs with the Pebble Partnership, and the Large Mine 
Permitting Team has visited the project site to check on permit compliance. 



"We do have a relationship with them," Magee said. "Certainly we share with the Large Mine 
Permitting Team and its members our environmental study plans every year, so they're aware 
of the work we do." 



What Pebble hasn't done yet is start the long, involved process of getting the more than 
60 local, state and federal permits needed to dig minerals out of the ground and send them 
to market. That can mean everything from road permits to wastewater disposal permits. 



"Our job is to make sure all these permits are marching along in coordinated fashion, " 
Fogels said. 



"The focus is to synchronize it (the process)," he added. "It's a more efficient way to do 
it. It's easier on the applicant, it's easier on the agencies, it's easier on the 
public . " 

One criticism of the permitting process is that mining companies are never told "no." 
That's not true, Fogels said. The Large Mine Permitting Team denies permits all the time 
but it also gives companies a chance to correct problems with permits. Sometimes, a 
company can't produce a mining plan that satisfies agencies, as with the A- J Mine in 
Juneau, where miners wanted to dispose of tailings by dumping them underwater and 
offshore. 



"We worked with them quite a while until the no's killed the project," Fogels said. 
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The permitting process also goes beyond the development phase of the project into mining 
reclamation. The Large Mine Permitting Team makes sure reclamation and closing the mine is 
done properly. Large mines have to put up some sort of financial assurance that money has 
been set aside for reclamation and long-term monitoring, said Tom Crafford, DNR mining 
coordinator. A mine like Red Dog, for example, has put up $155 million in financial 
assurance. 



"When you evaluate a proposal for a mine, you evaluate it for its closure," Pogels noted. 



At a quest ion- and- answer period at the end, a lot of questions turned to Pebble. On the 
status of the Pebble Partnership's permit application, Fogels said he keeps hearing that 
applications will be coming within one to two years. 



"We've heard that for five years," he said. "We keep expecting them." 



Magee said the Pebble Partnership would apply for permits by 2009 at the earliest 



Officials also were asked if they had enough staff or funding to monitor the permit . 
process and mines once permitted. Fogels noted that the state of Alaska bills mining 
companies for its permitting work. That's not the case with the federal government. 
Funding for Corps of Engineers or EPA work comes out of its national budget. 



"Are we adequately funded? No," Ross of the Corps of Engineers said. "I would love to have 
more money to go out into the field." 



One limitation of the Large Mine Permitting Team is that while it gets its authority from 
Alaska statutes, the actual process isn't encoded in a single regulation. 



"It's not prescribed anywhere," Fogels said. 



The Large Mine Permitting Team has a Web site detailing the process, including a paper and 
the slides from the presentation, available at www.dnr.state.ak.us/mining/largemine. Links 
to mining projects like Pebble show the status of those mine's permit applications.

In Propria Personum [pro per] Sui juris litigants must be treated with "special care because they occupy a position 
significantly different from that of litigants represented by counsel [bar attorney or incorporated services]." 
SOMERVILLE V. HALL, 2F.3D 1563, 1564 {11TH CIR.1993} AND JOHNSON V. PULLMAN, 845 F 2ND 91 1,914 
{11THCIR.1988} 

Conspiracy against Rights, 18 U.S.C. § 241. Section 241 of Title 18 is the civil rights conspiracy statute. Section 241 
makes it unlawful for two or more persons to agree together to injure, threaten, or intimidate a [Natural] person in any 
state, territory or district in the free exercise or enjoyment of any right or privilege secured to him/her by the Constitution 
or the laws of the united states of America, (or because of his/her having exercised the same).

Peonage, 18 U.S.C. § 1581. Section 1581 of Title 18 makes it unlawful to hold a [Natural] person in "debt servitude," or 
peonage, which is closely related to involuntary servitude. Section 1581 prohibits using force, the threat of force, or the 
threat of legal coercion to compel a [Natural] person to work against his/her will. In addition, the victim's involuntary 
servitude must be tied to the payment of a debt 

COLOR OF LAW n: a mere semblance of legal right; something done with the apparent authority of law but

The law is clear and well-settled that a judge in a statutory proceeding, such as Bankruptcy, divorce, adoption, forcible 
detainment, etc., is governed by the rules of limited jurisdiction and not by the rules of general jurisdiction. In all actions 
governed by the rules of limited jurisdiction, there is no presumption that the judge has jurisdiction. In re Cash, 383 III. 
409, 429 (1943) ("Jurisdiction in special statutory proceedings is never presumed. It must affirmatively appear from the 
record. Nothing will be presumed in favor of jurisdiction in the face of facts appearing in the record showing it did not 
exist."); State Bank of Lake Zurich v. Thill, 1 13 I11.2d 294, 497 N.E.2d 1 156 (1986); Wabash Area Development, Inc. v, 
Ind. Com., 88 IIL2d 392 (1981). 

There is a misconception by some attorneys and judges that only a judge may declare an order void, but this is not the law: 
(a) there is no statute nor case law that supports this position, and (b) should there be any case law that allegedly supported 
this argument, that case would be directly contrary to the law established by the U.S. Supreme Court in Vallely v. Northern 
Fire & Marine Ins. Co., 254 U.S. 348, 41 S.Ct 1 16 (1920) and by the Illinois Supreme Court in People v. Miller. Supra. A 
party may have a court vacate a void order, but the void order is still void ab initio, whether vacated or not; a piece of 
paper does not determine whether an order is void, it just memorializes it. 

This principle of law was stated by the U.S. Supreme Court as "Courts are constituted by authority and they cannot go 
beyond that power delegated to them. If they act beyond that authority, and certainly in contravention of it, their judgments 
and orders are regarded as nullities. They are not void-able, but simply VOID (ab initio), AND THIS EVEN PRIOR TO 
REVERSAL." [Emphasis added], Vallely v. Northern Fire & Marine Ins. Co., 254 U.S. 348, 41 S.Ct 1 16 (1920). See also 
Old Wayne Mut I. Assoc, v. McDonough, 204 U.S. 8, 27 S.Ct 236 (1907); Williamson v. Berry, 8 How. 495, 540, 12 
L.Ed. 1 170, 1 189 (1850); Rose v. Himely, 4 Cranch 241, 269, 2 L.Ed. 608, 617 (1808). 

A void judgment which includes judgment entered by a court which lacks jurisdiction over the parties or the subject 
matter, or lacks inherent power to enter the particular judgment, or an order procured by fraud, can be attacked at any time, 
in any court, either directly or collaterally, provided that the party is properly before the court. See Long v. Shorebank 
Development Corp., 1 82 F.3d 548 (C A. 7 111. 1999) 

Whenever jurisdiction is denied or questioned by a party or the court, it is the duty of the party claiming that the court has 
jurisdiction to prove that the court does indeed have it. Bindell v. City of Harvey, 212 Ill.App.3d 1042, 571 N.E.2d 1017 
(1st Dist. 1991) ("the burden of proving jurisdiction rests upon the party asserting it"). 

Black's Law Dictionary, Sixth Edition, page 1574: 

Void judgment. One which has has no legal force or effect, invalidity of which may be asserted by any person whose 
rights are affected at any time and at any place directly or collaterally, Reynolds v. Volunteer State Life Ins. Co., 
Tex.Civ.App. 80 S.W.2d 1087, 1092. One which from its inception is and forever continues to be absolutely null, without 
legal efficacy, ineffectual to bind parties or support a right, of no legal force and effect whatever, and incapable of 
confirmation, ratification, or enforcement in any manner or to any degree. Judgment is a "void judgment" if court that 
rendered judgment lacked jurisdiction of the subject matter, or of the parties, or acted in a manner inconsistent with due 
process. Klugh v. U.S., D.C.S.C, 610 F.Supp. 892, 901. See also Void-able judgment. 

Prerequisites for Subject Matter Jurisdiction 

The really big deal, the real issue in void judgments is SUBJECT MATTER JURISDICTION!!! Remember, subject matter 
can never be presumed, never be waived, and cannot be construed even by mutual consent of the parties. Subject matter 
jurisdiction is two parts: the statutory or common law authority for the court to hear the case and the appearance and 
testimony of a competent fact witness, in other words, sufficiency of pleadings. Subject matter jurisdictional failings: 

No Petition in the record of the case, Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 111. 1 1 8, 122 (1930) 

Defective Petition filed, Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 III. 118, 122 (1930) 

Fraud committed in the procurement of jurisdiction, Fredman Brothers Furniture v. Dept. of Revenue, 109 

Fraud upon the court, In re Village of Willowbrook, 37 111. App.3d 393 (1962) 

In the ORIGINAL action, this court was without subject-matter jurisdiction at all times for multiple reasons. One of the 

many reasons arises out of the repeated decision(s) of the Supreme Court, that the record of the case must affirmatively 

contain a valid Petition for subject matter jurisdiction. Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 111. 118, 122 (1930): 

"The petition required to put the court in motion and give it jurisdiction must be in conformity with the statute granting the 

right and must show all the facts necessary to authorize it to act, -i.e., it must contain all the statements which the statute 

says the petition shall state, - and if the petition fails to contain all of these essential elements the court is without 

jurisdiction. Where a court is exercising special statutory jurisdiction the record must show upon its face that the case is 

one where the courts have authority to act. Before a decree can have vitality the court must have jurisdiction not only of the 
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person but of the subject matter." 

A judge does not follow statutory procedure, Armstrong v. Obucino, 300 111. 140, 143 (1921). 

Unlawful activity of a judge, Code of Judicial Conduct. 

Violation of due process, Johnson v. Zerbst, 304 U.S. 458, 58 S.Ct 1019 (1938); Pure Oil Co. v. City of Northlake, 10 

IlL2d 241, 245, 140 N.E.2d 289 (1956); Hallberg v. Goldblatt Bros., 363 111.25 (1936); 

If the court exceeded its statutory authority, Rosenstiel v, Rosenstiel, 278 F.Supp. 794 (S.D.N. Y. 1967). 

The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 (1 Stat50) Article 3 assured that "The utmost good faith shall always be observed 
towards the Indians; their lands and property shall never be taken without their consent; and, in their property, rights and 
liberty, they shall never be invaded or disturbed, unless in just and lawful wars authorized by Congress; but laws founded 
in justice and humanity, shall from time to time be made for preventing wrongs being done to them, and for preserving 
peace and friendship with them."

Jay Treaty Nov 19 1794 

Art III "It is agreed that it shall at all times be free to the Indians dwelling on either side of the said boundary line, freely to 
pass and re-pass by land or inland navigation, into the respective territories and countries of the two parties, on the 
continent of America, and to navigate all the lakes, rivers and waters thereof, and freely to carry on trade and commerce 
with each other... nor shall the Indians passing or re-passing with their own proper goods and effects of whatever nature, 
pay for the same any impost or duty whatever."

Public Law 83-280 

(67 Stat.588, 18 ILS.C. ss 1 162 and 28 U.S.C. ss 1360) Limitation of state authority to alienate tribal land rights: 
(Nothing in this Act authorizes the) ...alienation, encumbrance or taxation of any real or personal property, including water 
rights belonging to any Indian or Indian tribe, band, or community that is held in trust by the United States or is subject to 
a restriction against alienation imposed by the United States; or shall authorize regulation or the use of such property in a 
manner inconsistent with any federal treaty, agreement or statute or with any regulation made pursuant thereto... 

Public Law 280Comment: 

This act prohibits states from asserting jurisdiction within Tribal boundaries without Tribal consent In Public Law 280 
states where tribes have entered into law enforcement agreements with non-Natives, when a misdemeanor crime is 
committed by an Indian while on a reservation and the arrest is made by state or county law enforcement officers, a 
jurisdictional issue arises as whether the state or the tribe has the jurisdiction. When a county prosecutor or district attorney 
stipulates that the matter is transferred to the jurisdiction of the tribal court, it is a clear indication of respect for that court. 
[No valid agreement here in Togiak made between a Native or non-Native agency] 

State of Washington vs. Guthrie, 1994 

Tribes, which uphold and practice Tribal Law, Custom and Tradition often, have laws that are different than laws and 
customs of the United States of America. The Kuiu Kwaan of Alaska successfully argued Personal Jurisdiction in a 
criminal case in which Tlingit youth harmed a white man in Washington state. The Kuiu Tribal Court successfully argued 
that Petitioners were subject to the jurisdiction of the Tribe under Tlingit Law wherever they may reside. 

Ada E. Deer, Assistant Secretary, Indian Affairs, U.S. Department of the Interior 

June 23, 1994 memorandum: "Tribes, as sovereigns, are not subject to State jurisdiction, are not subordinate to State 
Governments, and should not be dealt with through Federal/State processes and arrangements designed to serve the 
interests of the general public..." 

Memorandum for the Heads of Executive Departments and Agencies 
Government-to-Government Relationship with Tribal Governments 

The United States has a unique legal and political relationship with Indian tribes and a special relationship with Alaska 
Native entities as provided in the Constitution of the United States, treaties, and Federal statutes. Presidents for decades 
have recognized this relationship.

This commitment begins at the White House, where my Director of Intergovernmental Affairs serves as my White House 
liaison with all Indian nations and works with federally recognized tribal governments on an intergovernmental basis. 
Moreover, it is critical that all departments and agencies adhere to these principles and work with tribal governments in a 
manner that cultivates mutual respect and fosters greater understanding to reinforce these principles. 

Accordingly, the head of each executive department and agency (agency) shall continue to ensure to the greatest extent 
practicable and as permitted by United States law that the agency's working relationship with federally recognized tribal 
governments fully respects the rights of self-government and self-determination due tribal governments. Department or 
agency inquiries regarding this memorandum, specifically those related to regulatory, legislative, or budgetary issues, 
should be directed to the Office of Management and Budget. 

This memorandum is intended only to improve the internal management of the executive branch and is not intended to, and 
does not, create any right, benefit, or trust responsibility, substantive or procedural, enforceable at law or in equity, by a. 
party against the United States, its agencies, entities, or instrumentalities, its officers or employees, or any other person. 

GEORGE W. BUSH 

Will v. Michigan Dept of State Police - Supreme Court ruling reported Nov. 1991 

491 U.S. 58, 57 LW 4677 (1989) State officials sued in their individual capacities are "persons" under 42 USC 1983 who 
may be held liable for damages for civil rights violations. State officials can be held personally liable for actions taken in 
the course of their official duties. Justice Sandra Day O'Connor wrote that Section 1983 was designed to redress violation 
of civil rights by persons acting under color of state law and thus it would stand the statute on its head to hold that a state 
official could not be held liable "precisely because of her authority" as a state official. 

Comment: It is generally held that this ruling is a minimum ruling that may extend to other areas of injury.

October 25, 1934 (55 ID. 14): "It is fact that State governments and administrative officials have 
frequently trespassed upon the realm of tribal autonomy, presuming to govern the Indian 
(Alaska 's Native) tribes through State law or departmental regulation or arbitrary administrative 
fiat (This is no longer acceptable practice on Tribal Lands in Alaska.), but these trespasses have 
not impaired the vested legal powers of local self-government which have been recognized 
again and again when these trespasses have been challenged by an Indian (Alaska Native) tribe." 

"In all Cases.... and those in which a State shall be a Party, the supreme Court shall have original Jurisdiction." 
ArUII, Sec. 2 United States Constitution 



Due Process provides that the "rights of Pro Per (Sui Juris) litigants are to be construed liberally and held to less 
stringent standards than formal pleadings drafted by lawyers; if court can reasonably read pleadings to state valid 
claim on which litigant could prevail, it should do so despite failure to cite proper legal authority, confusion of legal 
theories, poor syntax and sentence construction, or litigants unfamiliarity with pleading requirements." (Spencer \ 
Doe, 1998; Green v Branson 1997; Boag v McDougall, 1998; Haines v Kerner, 1972) 

"Sui Juris", "Pro Per", or "In Propria Personum" are the terms that are the status of the freeborn people in a 
courtroom, without disability, accessing your public record, bringing forth remedy according to lawful process. Np 
other terms (e.g. "pro se or represented) mean th£ same thing. 

In Propria Personum [pro per] Sui juris litigants must be treated with "special care because they occupy a position 
significantly different from that of litigants represented by counsel [bar attorney or incorporated services]. 
SOMERVILLE V. HALL, 2F.3D 1563, 1564 {11TH CIR.1993} AND JOHNSON V. PULLMAN, 845 F 2ND 
911,914 {UTHCIR.1988} 



Conspiracy against Rights, 18 U.S.C, § 24L Section 241 of Title 18 is the civil rights conspiracy statute. Section 
241 makes it unlawful for two or more persons to agree together to injure, threaten, or intimidate a [Natural] person 
in any state, territory or district in the free exercise or enjoyment of any right or privilege secured to him/her by the 
Constitution or the laws of the united states of America, (or because of his/her having exercised the same). Unlike 
most conspiracy statutes, Section 241 does not require that one of the conspirators commit an overt act prior to the 
conspiracy becoming a crime. 

Deprivation of Rights under Color of Law* 18 U.S.C. § 242. This provision makes it a crime for a person acting 
under color of any law to willfully deprive a [Natural] person of a right or privilege protected by the Constitution or 
laws of the United States of America. 

For the purpose of Section 242, acts under "color of law" include acts not only done by federal, state, or local 
officials within the their lawful authority, but also acts done beyond the bounds of that official's lawful authority, i1 
the acts are done while the official is purporting to or pretending to act in the performance of his/her official duties. 
Persons acting under color of law within the meaning of this statute include police officers, prisons guards and other 
law enforcement officials, as well as judges, care providers in public health facilities, and others who are acting as 
public officials. It is not necessary that the crime be motivated by animus toward the race, color, religion, sex, 
handicap, familial status or national origin of the victim. 

Peonage, 18 U.S.C. § 1581. Section 1581 of Title 18 makes it unlawful to hold a [Natural] person in "debl 
servitude," or peonage, which is closely related to involuntary servitude. Section 1581 prohibits using force, the 
threat of force, or the threat of legal coercion to compel a [Natural] person to work against his/her will. In addition 
the victim's involuntary servitude must be tied to the payment of a debt. 
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COLOR OF LAW n: a mere semblance of legal right; something done with the apparent authority of law but 

actually in contravention of law; "the plaintiff claimed (hat under color of law the officer had deprived him of his 
civil rights" 

NO PRESUMPTION OF JURISDICTION 

The law is clear and well-settled that a judge in a statutory proceeding, such as Bankruptcy, divorce, adoption, 
forcible detainment, etc., is governed by the rules of limited jurisdiction and not by the rules of general jurisdiction. 
In all actions governed by the rules of limited jurisdiction, there is no presumption that the judge has jurisdiction. In 
re Cash, 383 III 409, 429 (1943) ("Jurisdiction in special statutory proceedings is never presumed. It must 
affirmatively appear from the record. Notning will be presumed in favor of jurisdiction in the face of facts appearing 
in the record showing it did not exist."); State Bank of Lake Zurich v. Thill, 1 13 II1.2d 294, 497 N.E.2d 1 156 (1986); 
Wabash Area Development, Inc. v. Ind. Com., 88 IlL2d 392 (1981). 

There is a misconception by some attorneys and judges that only a judge may declare an order void, but this is not 
the law: (a) there is no statute nor case law that supports this position, and (b) should there be any case law that 
allegedly supported this argument, that case would be directly contrary to the law established by the U.S. Supreme 
Court in Vallely v. Northern Fire & Marine Ins. Co., 254 U.S. 348, 41 S.Ct. 1 16 (1920) and by the Illinois Supreme 
Court in People v. Miller. Supra A party may have a court vacate a void order, but the void order is still void ab 
initio, whether vacated or not; a piece of paper does not determine whether an order is void, it just memorializes it 

This principle of law was stated by the U.S. Supreme Court as "Courts are constituted by authority and they cannot 
go beyond that power delegated to them. If they act beyond that authority, and certainly in contravention of it, their 
judgments and orders are regarded as nullities. They are not void-able, but simply VOID (ab initio), AND THIS 
EVEN PRIOR TO REVERSAL." [Emphasis added]. Vallely v. Northern Fire & Marine Ins. Co., 254 U.S. 348, 41 
S.Ct. 1 16 (1920). See also Old Wayne Mut. I; Assoc, v. McDonough, 204 U.S. 8, 27 S.Ct. 236 (1907); Williamson 
v. Berry, 8 How. 495, 540, 12 L.Ed. 1170, 1189 (1850); Rose v, Himely, 4 Cranch 241, 269, 2 L.Ed. 608, 617 
(1808). 

A void judgment which includes judgment entered by a court which lacks jurisdiction over the parties or the subject 
matter, or lacks inherent power to enter the particular judgment, or an order procured by fraud, can be attacked at 
any time, in any court, either directly or collaterally, provided that the party is properly before the court. See Long v^ 
Shorebank Development Corp., 182 F.3d 548 (C.A. 7 111. 1999) 

Whenever jurisdiction is denied or questioned by a party or the court, it is the duty of the party claiming that the 
court has jurisdiction to prove that the court does indeed have it. Bindell v. CityofHarvey, 212 IlI.App.3d 1042, 571 
NE.2d 1017 (1st Dist 1991) ("the burden of proving jurisdiction rests upon the party asserting it"). 

Black's Law Dictionary, Sixth Edition, page 1574: 
Void judgment. One which has has no legal force or effect, invalidity of which may be asserted by any person 
whose rights are affected at any time and at any place directly or collaterally. Reynolds v. Volunteer State Life Ins. 
Co., Tex.Civ.App, 80 S.W.2d 1087, 1092. One which from its inception is and forever continues to be absolutely 
null, without legal efficacy, ineffectual to bind parties or support a right, of no legal force and effect whatever, an 
incapable of confirmation, ratification, or enforcement in any manner or to any degree. Judgment is a "voi 
judgment" if court that rendered judgment lacked jurisdiction of the subject matter, or of the parties, or acted in a 
manner inconsistent with due process. Klugh v. U.S., D.C.S.C, 610 F.Supp. 892, 901, See also Void-able judgment

Prerequisites for Subject Matter Jurisdiction 

The really big deal, the real issue in void judgments is SUBJECT MATTER JURISDICTION! ! ! Remember, subjecl 
matter can never be presumed, never be waived, and cannot be construed even by mutual consent of the parties. 

The purported Order(s) issued by this court are/is void ab initio since it was issued during a period lacking no 
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Subject matter jurisdiction is two parts: the statutory or common law authority for the court to hear me case and the 
appearance and testimony of a competent fact witness, in other words, sufficiency of pleadings. Subject matter 
jurisdictional failings: 

No Petition in the record of the case, Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 IU. 1 1 8, 122 (1930) 

Defective Petition filed, Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 III. 118, 122 (1930) 

Fraud committed in the procurement of jurisdiction, Fredman Brothers Furniture v. Dept of Revenue, 109 

Fraud upon the court, In re Village of Willowbrook, 37 111. App.3d 393 (1962) 

In the ORIGINAL action, this court was without subject-matter jurisdiction at all times for multiple reasons. One oi 

the many reasons arises out of the repeated decisions) of the Supreme Court, that the record of the case must 

affirmatively contain a valid Petition for subject matter jurisdiction. Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 111. 118, 122 (1930): 

"The petition required to put the court in motion and give it jurisdiction must be in conformity with the statute 

granting the right and must show all the facts necessary to authorize it to act, -i.e., it must contain all the statements 

which the statute says the petition shall state, - and if the petition fails to contain all of these essential elements the 

court is without jurisdiction. Where a court is exercising special statutory jurisdiction the record must show upon its 

foce that the case is one where the courts have authority to act. Before a decree can have vitality the court must have 

jurisdiction not only of the person but of the subject matter." 

Ajudge does not follow statutory procedure, Armstrong v.Obucino, 300111. 140, 143(1921). 

Unlawful activity of a judge, Code of Judicial Conduct 

Violation of due process, Johnson v. Zerbst, 304 U.S. 458, 58 S.Ct. 1019 (1938); Pure Oil Co. v. City of Northlake, 

10 IlL2d 241, 245, 140 N.E.2d 289 (1956); Hallberg v. Goldblatt Bros., 363 I1L25 (1936); 

If the court exceeded its statutory authority, Rosenstiel v. Rosenstiel, 278 F.Supp. 794 (S.D.N. Y. 1967). 

The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 (1 Stat50) Article 3 assured that "The utmost good faith shall always be 
observed towards the Indians; their lands and property shall never be taken without their consent; and, in their 
property, rights and liberty, they shall never be invaded or disturbed, unless in just and lawful wars authorized by 
Congress; but laws founded in justice and humanity, shall from time to time be made for preventing wrongs being 
done to them, and for preserving peace and friendship with them " 

Comment: The Northwest Ordinance of 1 787 at Article 3 passed by the U.S. Congress assured Indian nations oj 
their future sovereignty. 

Jay Treaty Nov 19 1794 

Art III "It is agreed that it shall at all times be free to the Indians dwelling on either side of the said boundary line 
freely to pass and re-pass by land or inland navigation, into the respective territories and countries of the two parties, 
on the continent of America, and to navigate all the lakes, rivers and waters thereof, and freely to carry on trade and 
commerce with each other... nor shall the Indians passing or re-passing with their own proper goods and effects oi 
whatever nature, pay for the same any impost or duty whatever." 

Sperry Oil and Gas vs. Chisholm (264 U.S. 488), 68 L.Ed 03, 44 S.Ct 372, it was found "...nor can the State 
courts assume jurisdiction in a controversy involving Indians." 

Public Law 83-280 

(67 Stat.588, 18 U.S.C. ss 1 162 and 28 U.S.C. ss 1360) Limitation of state authority to alienate tribal land rights: 
(Nothing in this Act authorizes the) ...alienation, encumbrance or taxation of any real or personal property, including 
water rights belonging to any Indian or Indian tribe, band, or community that is held in trust by the United States oi 
is subject to a restriction against alienation imposed by the United States; or shall authorize regulation or the use of 
such property in a manner inconsistent with any federal treaty, agreement or statute or with any regulation made 
pursuant thereto... 

Public Law 280Comment: 
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This act prohibits states from asserting jurisdiction within Tribal boundaries without Tribal consent. In Public Law 
280 states where tribes have entered into law enforcement agreements with non-Natives, when a misdemeanor crime 
is committed by an Indian while on a reservation and the arrest is made by state or county law enforcement officers, 
a jurisdictional issue arises as whether the state or the tribe has the jurisdiction. When a county prosecutor or district 
attorney stipulates that the matter is transferred to the jurisdiction of the tribal court, it is a clear indication of respect 
for that court. [No valid agreement here in Togiak made between a Native or non-Native agency] 

State of Washington vs. Guthrie, 1994 
Tribes, which uphold and practice Tribal Law, Custom and Tradition often, have laws that are different than laws 
and customs of the United States of America. The Kuiu Kw&an of Alaska successfully argued Personal Jurisdiction 
in a criminal case in which Tlingit youth harmed a white man in Washington state. The Kuiu Tribal Court 
successfully argued that Petitioners were subject to the jurisdiction of the Tribe under Tlingit Law wherever they 
may reside. 

Ada E. Deer, Assistant Secretary, Indian Affairs, U.S. Department of the Interior 
June 23, 1994 memorandum: "Tribes, as sovereigns, are not subject to State jurisdiction, are not subordinate to State 
Governments, and should not be dealt with through Federal/State processes and arrangements designed to serve the 
interests of the general public..." 

Memorandum for the Heads of Executive Departments and Agencies 
Government-to-Government Relationship with Tribal Governments 

The United States has a unique legal and political relationship with Indian tribes and a special relationship with 
Alaska Native entities as provided in the Constitution of the United States, treaties, and Federal statutes. Presidents 
for decades have recognized this relationship. President Nixon announced a national policy of self-determination foi 
Indian tribes in 1970. More recently, Executive Order 13175, entitled Consultation and Coordination with Indian 
Tribal Governments, was issued in 2000. 1 reiterated my Administration's adherence to a government-to-government 
relationship and support for tribal sovereignty and self-determination earlier this year in Executive Order 13336^ 
entitled American Indian and Alaska Native Education. 



My Administration is committed to continuing to work with federally recognized tribal governments on al 
government-to-government basis and strongly supports and respects tribal sovereignty and self-determination foi 
tribal governments in the United States. I take pride in acknowledging and reaffirming the existence and durability 
of our unique government-to-government relationship and these abiding principles. 

:* 

This commitment begins at the White House, where my Director of Intergovernmental Affairs serves as my White 
House liaison with all Indian nations and works with federally recognized tribal governments on an 
intergovernmental basis. Moreover, it is critical that all departments and agencies adhere to these principles anc 
work with tribal governments in a manner that cultivates mutual respect and fosters greater understanding to 
reinforce these principles. 

Accordingly, the head of each executive department and agency (agency) shall continue to ensure to the greatest 
extent practicable and as permitted by United States law that the agency's working relationship with federally 
recognized tribal governments fully respects the rights of self-government and self-determination due triba] 
governments. Department or agency inquiries regarding this memorandum, specifically those related to regulatory, 
legislative, or budgetary issues, should be directed to the Office of Management and Budget 

This memorandum is intended only to improve the internal management of the executive branch and is not intended 
to, and does not, create any right, benefit, or trust responsibility, substantive or procedural, enforceable at law or in 
equity, by a party against the United States, its agencies, entities, or instrumentalities, its officers or employees, oi 
any other person. 
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GEORGE W. BUSH 

Will v. Michigan Dept. of State Police - Supreme Court ruling reported Nov. 1991 

491 U.S. 5&, 57 LW 4677 (1989) State officials sued in their individual capacities are "persons" under 42 USC 1983 

who may be held liable for damages for civil rights violations. State officials can be held personally liable foi 

actions taken in the course of their official duties. Justice Sandra Day O'Connor wrote that Section 1983 was 

designed to redress violation of civil rights by persons acting under color of state law and thus it would stand the 

statute on its head to hold that a state official could not be held liable "precisely because of her authority" as a state 

official 

Comment: It is generally held that this ruling is a minimum ruling that may extend to other areas of injury.

Nikoiski Fuel Crisis Update - January 28th, 2008 



Dear All: 



The Community of Nikoiski has an estimated 500 gallons of #1 heating oil 
left. They are completely out of #2 heating oil. This is enough #1 to 
run the power plant for another three or four days. Currently several of 
the buildings within the village, including the community building, 
lodge, and tribal office are completely out of fuel. 



The Delta Western barge is scheduled to head to the Pribilofs in a 
couple days and be there for a couple of weeks. Nikoiski may be 
scheduled after that effort. 



For this reason, another emergency fuel delivery and a long-term 
emergency fuel plan is desperately needed. The only method currently 
available is by air charter. This is not only the most expensive method 
but also provides very limited amounts of fuel . 



The Coast Guard will not allow any further by- sea fuel deliveries, 
unless the State of Alaska declares an emergency. APIA and the Nikoiski 
IRA request guidance from the State of Alaska regarding how the State of 
Alaska defines "an emergency" and how an emergency declaration may be 
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applied in this instance. 






Fuel delivered by air charter costs the community and individuals on 
fixed incomes $10.50 to 10.87 per gallon. Fuel delivered by sea costs 
considerably less and provides the opportunity for greater volume. An 
equally serious problem is the lack of funding to pay for the continued 
emergency deliveries which will be needed. Nikolski has submitted their 
paperwork for the State of Alaska's Community Energy Assistance Program. 



The Nikolski IRA is currently holding a Community Meeting to discuss the 
situation and assess what other resources could be applied to pay for 
emergency fuel delivery. 



A new update will follow upon new information. Please let me know if you 
need any more information.

• Many Troopers transport their prisoners into Anchorage and hand carry evidence to the Crime Lab now, to 
move the Lab out of Anchorage would further tie up that traveling Trooper to other communities, like 

Palmer or Kenai, before he or she can return to their assigned post. 

• Finally, the cost for the land in Anchorage is the same price as it would be in Kenai, no cost. (As per 
conversation with MOA Heritage Land Bank Manager with Deputy Commissioner Glass.)

Thanks Erika- I'll still have Willow pick up Piper at bus stop, or I will, until we can 
work out something consistent with Kaitlin - and we'll walk her, over here where Willow (or 
Kaitlin) can watch her until I return. I'm happy to pay Kaitlin for watching her after 
school, but our critics would love to misinterpret any situation we have into: "Gov's 
using staff as babysitters' 1 ... we just can't do that and I'm under a constant microscope 
so it's unacceptable for anyone to misperceive that the days Piper is here that she ' s ever 
"babysat" by staff. 



Also, since we don't have a chef, there again I can't afford to have the perception be 
that I'm using staff as full-time chefs. I'm happy to cook, and Willow is expected to do 
so also. Most helpful is - since I don't have much time time to go to the store - when 
House groceries are purchased that I'm able to make the list so I know what I'll be 
cooking.

Also, the usual fruit for the kids to be purchased - and maybe this weekend I can stock up 
on anything else I see missing. 



Bottom line- I don't want to over-use staff for cooking, I'm sure it's not in anyone's job 
description and don't want anyone to think we're taking advantage of anyone here to do 
that task. Even putting together Piper's lunch - I appreciate that offer - it's easy for 
us to do the night before though, or I lay items out in the morning for Piper to choose 
from... again the intention is to never be accused of using staff for duties they weren't 
hired to do... remember how easy it is for situations to be misconstrued and "spun" into 
negative situations - and then publicized. I, too, make her a lunch- but she just thinks 
it's more fun to have someone else bag it and hand it to her. 
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It's fun for Piper to eat downstairs in the mornings when Diane cooks something, but my 
assumption and desire is that Diane wants to whip something up anyway, maybe for herself 
which is absolutely fine, and Piper can share it - but I would never ask her to take on 
the duties of cooking when I'm sure that's not in her job description - and I'm learning 
in state govt that job descriptions and titles are sticklers... so if Diane is cooking 
something for herself, Piper can share in it. Otherwise she finishes her breakfast up here 
and she's fine.

Thanks Erika- I'll still have Willow pick up Piper at bus stop, or I will, until we can 
work out something consistent with Kaitlin - and we'll walk her over here where Willow (or 
Kaitlin) can watch her until I return. I'm happy to pay Kaitlin for watching her after 
school, but our critics would love to misinterpret any situation we have into: "Gov's 
using staff as babysitters"... we just can't do that and I'm under a constant microscope 
so it's unacceptable for anyone to misperceive that the days Piper is here that she's ever 
"babysat" by staff. 



Also, since we don't have a chef, there again I can't afford to have the perception be 
that I'm using staff as full-time chefs. I'm happy to cook, and Willow is expected to do 
so also.
